idea of its vast yesources. The Peace 
Walley has thie spring, for the first 
time, received its quota ‘of settlers 
from Edmenton, and some fifty people 
hare Settled on Grand Prairie, south 
of the Peace and directly easi of the 
Pine River Pass, one of the best passes 
throug’ the Rockies, being only about 
2,20 feet altitude) There have been 
two mnills put in on the Peace this last 
year and two steamboats in course of 
bu'ldisz which will make travelling 
from the Jower.sectlements easier. This 
country bas vast timber resources. 
large prairies, abundanee of game, and 
no doubt wi?l he opened up by a trans- 
continental railroad in the near fu- 
ture. In the meantime, to start 
ranching bere could be no mistake, as 
there ‘s boued to.be a constant inflow 
of settlers, and the best ranching 
country will soon be filled. Range at 
present is unlimited Hay is in abun. 
danee. and there is plenty of timber 
for building purposes, fencing and fuel 

Grain of all kinds has been raised 
for a time svecessfully in many parts 
of the country, and even was the best 
shown at,the World's Fair in Chicago 
in 93, though } twould not attempt to 
gay it would be a success anywhere; 
any yesr tat +t certainty is every bit 
as good a grain aud stock country as 
Northern, Afberta or Saskatchewan. 

The outlet is at present to the north, 
as the demand ‘or floux, bacon, lard 
and buiter far exceeds the supply, and 
once a railroad comes anywhere near- 
er than two hundred miles of the up- 
per Peace River. the whole of the nor- 
thern traffe will go down the Peace, 
as there is only Gne mile of rapids on 
the Peace compared with eighty miles 
on the Athabasca River, the present 
route 

There is room ‘or 1 large’settlement 
on the Peace at Vermilion» where an 
up-to-date roller mil) has been erceted 
and where prices of wheat for milling 
purposes ate from @ne dollar to one 
@ollay and fifty cents per bushel. I 
would adyise anyone going. there to 
take a iwo years’ supply of groceries, 
except flour, and enough clothes, boots, 
eboes and farm machinery io do him 
until he could get a good start. The 
hes’ iime to go through is in the lat- 
ter part of the winter, leaving Edmon- 
ton about the first of March and com- 
ing threvgb with sleighs in time to go 
through te the Grand Prairie on snow 
or to wait and flout down in-the spring 
to Vermilion on a raft. 

There is a settlement of about two 
hundred peosptc at Vermilion, of which 
about fifty are whices and the balance 
halfbreeds There are two churches. 
two schools, thres stores and three 
mills, inclading @ grist, saw and shin- 
gie mi. Prices of lumber are about 
the same here as at Edmonton, whil 
all other supplies are much higher 
There is, indeed, a bright prospect for 
our fair land, and the Peace Valley 
will fe second to none in importance 
Come car'y and avoid the rush
